REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Fellow-citizens :—Your committee would beg leave to present 
the following report : 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Both terms, Summer and Winter, taught by Miss Hannah 
W. Heath of this town. Miss Heath has had considerable ex- 
perience as a teacher, and has been too often mentioned in simi- 
lar reports to need special comment here.- We saw no reason 
why this school would not compare favorably with previous ef- 
forts. At the time of writing, the winter school is still in ses- 
sion, and not having the register, cannot report statistics. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


One term of 12 week by same teacher. Remarks made in re- 
gard to District No. 1 will apply to this. Whole number of 
scholars 14. Average attendance, 12. 


DISTRICT No. 38. 


One term of 12 weeks taught by Miss Julia A. Gault of this 
town. This school appeared well when we saw it, but owing to 
some accident or delay, did not receive notice of the close until —

nearly a fortnight afterwards, therefore cannot speak definitely 
in regard to progress made. Whole number different scholars, 
13. Average attendance, 7. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Summer term of 8 weeks, taught by Miss Mary E. Page of 
this town. ‘The teacher evidently labored for the advancement 
of her pupils and we think with a good degree of success. Num- 
ber of scholars, 10. Average not given. 

Winter term of 10 weeks, taught by Miss Mary E. Smith of 
Salisbury. Miss Smith is a teacher of some experience, and 
while possessing many of the qualifications of the good teacher, 
we should have been. glad to have seen a little more energy and 
foree of character manifest in some directions. The school 
taken as a whole might, perhaps, be termed passable. Whole 
number of scholars, 8. Average, 6. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


Both terms, Summer and Winter, taught by Miss Georgia W. 
Head of Hooksett. This was Miss Head’s first attempt at 
teaching. Well qualified for the work, she labored earnestly 
and faithfully and with good success. This was a good school. 
Number of weeks in summer, 8. Number of scholars, 8. Aver- 
age, 6. Number of weeks in winter, 9. Average attendance, 
1d. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


One term of 11 weeks, kept by Miss Jennie 8. Webster of 
Pembroke. Miss Webster had taught one or two schools in 
other places before coming to this district, and appeared to be 
qualified for the position; but upon trial in the-school room, 
she seemed deficient in some of the common things as they are 
sometimes ealled. Especially was that the case in arithmetic. 
Her method of teaching in that branch had the merit of novelty, 
at any rate, and originality also, for we think nobody else ever 
saw or heard anything like it. There was also a lack of inter- 
est to some extent on the part of both teacher and scholars.

Not being present at the close of term, cannot speak particular- 
ly of the progress made. Whole number different scholars, 9. 
Average attendance, 7. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Summer term of 8 weeks, taught by Miss Lizzie M. Dunck- 
lee of this town. This school though small appeared well. The 
teacher labored as we think for the interests of the school. Our 
impressions at the close of the term were favorable. Whole 
number of scholars 11. Average attendance, 9. 

Winter term of 8 weeks, taught by Mr. John P. Brown of 
this town. Mr. Brown evidently labored earnestly to advance 
the school under his care, and also succeeded in awakening and 
retaining a good degree of interest on the part of the scholars. 
The improvement in the studies pursued was good. Whole 
number different scholars 14. Average, 11. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


Summer term of 8 weeks taught by Miss A. A. Locke of 
East Concord. Winter term 8 weeks taught by Miss Belle Aus- 
tin of Hooksett. Both excellent teachers. The appearance and 
improvement of the school during the year were highly credit- 
able to all concerned, and worthy of imitation. Whole number 
of scholars in summer, 11. Average 10. Number in winter 
14, Average 13. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 


One term of 8 weeks taught by Miss Aura P. Robinson of 
Pembroke. In this school the teacher seemed to labor for the 
improvement of her scholars, and we think with cood results ; 
great things cannot be expected with only 8 weeks of school 
during a whole year. Whole number scholars 16. Average 14, 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


_ Summer school of 8 weeks taught by Miss Annie W. Good- 
hue of this town. Winter term of 11 weeks taught by Miss

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Lizzie C. Colby, both teachers of considerable experience and 
and well known to the people of this and other districts in the 
town. I should think the schoo! during the year would com- 
pare favorably with previous terms kept by the same teachers. 
Whole number different scholars in Summer, 28. Average at- 
tendance, 18. Whole number of scholars in Winter, 25. Aver- 
age, 19. 


ete ert Nae L. 


Summer term of 7 weeks taught by Miss Mary Wheeler of 
New York. Miss Wheeler claimed to be a teacher of consider- 
able experience in her own state, having taught, as she reports 
in her register, 112 months of school before this term. Not 
being acquainted with the text books in use here, and her meth- 
od of teaching being different from that to which the scholars 
were accustomed, it was somewhat difficult for the teacher and 
her pupils to understand each other as well as we could wish ; 
yet we think some progress was made. Whole number scholars 


- 17. Average not given. Winter school of 13 weeks taught by 


Miss Annie W. Goodhue of this town. This seemed a pleasant 
school; the teacher evidently labored hard, and we think had 
the co-operation of her scholars. Whole number of scholars 22. 
Average 17. 


DISTRICT No. 12. 


One term of 8 weeks taught by Miss Thera J. Wheeler of this 
town. This was a good school; both teacher and scholars 
seemed disposed to make the best improvement of the time they 
could, and the results were creditable to all concerned. 


DISTRICT No. 18. 


Summer term of 8 weeks taught by Miss Ellen T. Dunklee of 
Concord. Miss Dunklee is a fine scholar, and probably accom- 
plished as much as could reasonably be expected with a school 
numbering 5 scholars. The scholars were quiet and orderly and 


seemed interested in their studies. Winter school of 9 weeks

taught by Miss Mary C. Heath of this town. The remarks 
made in regard to the Summer school will apply to this. Whole 
number scholars 7. Average 5. | 


DISTRICT No. 14. 


One term of 14 weeks taught by Miss Laura A. Clough of 
this town. This school at the commencement of the term was — 
in a loose, uncultivated state, with but little disposition to study, 
and not much regard for order on the part of many of the schol- 
ars; but after a few weeks of exhausting and trying hard work 
on the part of the teacher, things gradually assumed a better 
shape. The closing examination gave evidence of very decided 
improvement in study and also in manners. We think there 
was evidence of an increase of interest on the part of the citi- 
zens of the district which had a good effect upon the school. 
Whole number scholars 24. Average 19. 


Before closing we would say that taken as a whole, the 
schools for the past year would compare favorably with those of 
previous years ; while something has been accomplished in the 
way of progress and improvement, much yet remains to be 
done before our common schools shall attain that high position 
which they ought. Under the present arrangement of districts 
and school-houses, or rather the want of school-houses, we lose 
much of the benefit of the school money; the best plan would 
probably be to re-district the town. The formation of new dis- 
tricts and location of school buildings should be done with care, ~ 
and the best possible under the circumstances. The only 
change in text books during the year has been the introduction 
of Willson’s. readers and spellers in a large part of the schools 
in town. Weregard them as an excellent series of readers, 
and where rightly taught and wnderstood, cannot fail of pro- 
ducing good results. The number of visits made by Superin- 
tending School Committee, 35; by citizens and others, 250. 
About the same general course of study has been pursued as in 
former years, and about the same proportion of scholars in 
each branch. 


Great care should be exercised in our school meetings in the

choice of prudential committees ;.for upon them the choice of 
teacher depends, and to a great extent the kind of school you 
are to have for the time being. Itis a common idea to think 
that almost anything will do for a teacher in a school of five or 
six small scholars, especially if they will keep cheap ; that this 
is a serious mistake, experience has often demonstrated. In 
short, greater diligence is needed and more interest should be 
manifested by all citizens in the prosperity of our common 
schools,—something of the same interest and attenticn that 
people give to the every-day business of life. When people do 
this, we may expect to see our schools reach a higher standard 
of excellence than at present. As another has well said, ‘* Do 
not overlook the interests of the common schools, Do not un- 
derrate them ; you cannot over-estimate them.” ‘Give diligence ”’ 
to make them what they should be. |
